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Call for public 
meeting over 
new path plan 


PLANS to place a 
six feet-wide path 
around the 

perimeter of a 
public recreation 
ground in a Vale 
village have 
caused a bit of a 
stir. 

The Craig and 
Penllyn Residents 
Association has been 
given planning consent 
by the Vale Council to 
install the path, which 
will run for 800 yards 
around Winchfield 
Park. 

In a report in the 
summer edition of the 
village newsletter, 
association chairman 
Barbara Whitehouse 
said that they initiated 
a public consultation 
last September and 
there was an over¬ 
whelming response to a 
suggestion to improve 
access to the park. 

The path would pro¬ 
vide access to the pub¬ 
lic and would be used 
for activities like walk¬ 
ing, running, cycling 
and roller-skating. 

It is proposed to 
make the path of tar¬ 
mac edged with timber. 
The path will be wide 
enough for bikes, 
wheelchairs and prams 
to pass in safety and 
will connect to all the 
existing access points. 

In the report, it is 
stated that tarmac will 
be low maintenance 
and the path will be 
flush with the grass to 
allow easy cutting and 
the use of ride-on 


mowers. The scheme 
includes creating rest 
areas with seats and 
there will also be two 
picnic tables. 

The report states that 
the association is seek¬ 
ing quotes and is now 
in the process of secur¬ 
ing funding. 

However, the 

scheme has not pleased 
everyone. David Reade 
of Salmon’s Wood has 
circulated villagers 
with details of the plan, 
inviting them to submit 
their comments and has 
found 22 residents liv¬ 
ing around the park 
wh^o are opposed to it. 

He said that he has a 
number of unanswered 
questions and he feels a 
public meeting should 
be held so that the 
scheme can be dis¬ 
cussed in detail. 

He said: “This path 
is a big undertaking for 
a little village. 

“I have concerns 
about maintenance, 
because the field is not 
well maintained and I 
am wondering what 
will happen to this path 
in the future.” 

Mr Reade, who is a 
retired businessman, 
said he had written to 
the association and had 
received no replies. 

He said: “I am not 
against change, but I 
think this is a very big 
project. This park has 
been here ever since I 
moved into the village 
33 years ago.” 

Mr Reade has 
analysed all the 
responses he received 


from residents and has 
written to the associa¬ 
tion with the results. 

He claimed: 

“Twenty two residents 
living around the park 
are opposed to the 
scheme, which is why I 
am calling for a public 
meeting.” 

Mr Reade said that 
there were also flood¬ 
ing implications to 
consider. 

“This field is part of 
a flood plain and when 
we get heavy rain, the 
area is like a river, with 
water flowing down 
the valley to the river. 
All the water drains 
down from Penllyn. 

“If we reduce the 
amount of land able to 
absorb rainfall, we are 
increasing the run-off 
into local rivers.” 

He added: “We must 
have a meeting so all 
these points can be 
dealt with. We need to 
know what the thinking 
of the association is.” 

Mr Reade said he 
blamed himself for not 
taking much interest in 
the association in the 
past. 

“But I will be 
attending all their 
meetings from now 
on,” he added. 

“I want answers and 
so far, nobody has 
replied to my letters.” 

Mr Reade has been 
backed by Roger 
Walker, who said there 
was “significant” 
opposition to the plan 
and that it would be 
wrong to use public 
money on a project that

Vale ‘Flying Vet’ 
Maurice Kirk faces 
more assessment 


VALE ‘Flying Vet’ 
Maurice Kirk has 
been remanded for 
a second 28-day 
assessment at the 
Caswell Clinic in 
Bridgend. 

Mr Kirk, aged 64, 
who faces charges 
involving an antique 
fire -arm, appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court 
on September 3. 

The court heard that 
Mr Kirk had already 
had a 28-day assess¬ 
ment by psychiatrists, 
but they wanted anoth¬ 
er 28 days to carry out 
further assessment and 
he was again remanded 
to the Caswell Clinic. 

Judge Christopher 
John Vosper QC ruled: 
“Having read the report 
and listened to the 
defendant. I'm satisfied

Call for public inquiry on 
the MoD training college 


K eeping the 

Defence Training 
College develop¬ 
ment within the St Athan 
site boundary (‘within the 
wire’) is quite feasible - 
but WAG’S grand plans 
and land purchases were 
based on winning both 
Packages One and Two. 

Once Package Two was 
dropped and Package One scaled 
down to 2,500 on-site trainees 
(max); WAG could have omitted 
the peripheral road and avoided 
developing the western green 
fields. 

Yet the WAG planners at the 
‘consultative’ exhibitions showed 
themselves wedded to the grander 
scheme and to spending an extra 
£10-20 million of public money. 

They refused to consider 
restricting development to within 
the wire, using the short access at 


West Camp as Ann Bamaby and 
STAG propose (GEM letter, 
August 27.). 

Under Environmental Impact 
Assessment law, the Vale Council 
planners could have required 
them to supply full information 
on this option. But Gordon 
Kemp’s welcome to the applica¬ 
tions as council leader effectively 
told them to make the ride easy. 

The substantial housing and 
road developments outside the 
wire are a serious departure from 
the existing development plan 
(UDP) and could be said to “sig¬ 
nificantly prejudice” the UDP by 
reason of scale, nature or loca¬ 
tion. 

WAG could, therefore, call it 
in for a public inquiry, but being 
developers could hardly decide 
this fairly. 

By rights, the Vale Council 
might defer a decision pending 
the new development plan (LDP) 
passing through its consultation 


and inquiry processes. 

Seeing a decision is more 
urgent, the public are entitled to 
have this major departure called 
in for public inquiry under the 
Planning Inspectorate. 

Certainly, one can argue “plan¬ 
ning issues of more than local 
importance”, with possible “wide 
effects” and “substantial contro¬ 
versy” beyond the immediate 
locality and even “issues of 
national security”. These are all 
points in the official Planning 
Policy Wales. 

There’s a challenge to people 
who are undecided or support the 
Training College in principle - 
would you also in fairness sup¬ 
port the right for objectors and 
alternatives to be heard at a pub¬ 
lic inquiry under the planning 
inspectorate?

The 
Battle of the Atlantic was the dominating factor all 
through the war. Never for one moment could we 
forget that everything happening elsewhere, on land 
at sea or in the air depended on its outcome”.

He told The GEM: “The con¬ 
cert is called ‘An Evening with 
Peter Karrie’ and some of the 
proceeds are going towards 
restoring ’ St Catwgs Church roof 
at Llanmaes.” 

Eor Peter, it means a real 
return to his musical roots. 

“Cowbridge Town Hall was 
the very first venue where I per¬ 
formed to a live audience. 

“It was in the days of 
‘Beatlemania’ and we were a new 
group formed out of The Earmers 
Arms in Aberthin. 

“It was our rhythm guitarist, 
John Wedlake’s father’s pub. We 
were all just old enough to drive. 

“The group was called ‘Peter 
and The Wolves’ and after 
rehearsing for what seemed a life¬ 
time we appeared on stage at The 
Cowbridge Town Hall for a 
Saturday night ‘Hop’. 

“It was like appearing at The 
Albert Hall to us! At the end of 
the night, I looked up and saw my 
father and mother curiously peer¬ 
ing around the edge of the hall’s

main doorway, I was in the mid¬ 
dle of screaming out the Beatles 
number ‘I wanna hold your 
hand!’ 

“My parents’ saucer-shaped 
eyes were unable to take in the 
dancing chaos going on inside so 
they quickly left! 

“Dad didn’t speak to me for 
weeks.. He thought I had been 
going to extra mgby training 
three times a week, not off 
rehearsing with some pop band or 
other, in Aberthin!” 

On September 26, Peter is also 
doing a special Age Concern- 
sponsored afternoon show for 
senior citizens at Barry Memorial 
Hall. 

He said: “As a youngster I 
used to live in Barry, at 
IhlPontypridd Road, and went to 
Romilly Junior School. 

“I remember that we had just 


the best summers ever down at 
Cold Knap! 

“My Gran lived at 6 Goldsland 
Place and mother was a telephon¬ 
ist in the BT exchange in 
Thompson Street. 

“Doing a concert in Barry 
always seems to re-kindle the 
best of memories for me. When I 
was a kid, I always thought that 
one day I would come back and 
buy Barry Town Eootball Club 
and take it to the top of the 
league!” 

Peter’s big break, which led to 
West End stardom, was in Leeds. 

He explained: “I was hosting at 
a club in Leeds - at the time Joe 
Brown and the Brothers were on 
the bill. The club manager sug¬ 
gested that I give a producer in 
London a call. 

“I got the part of understudy in 
a Ray Cooney rock musical Eire 
Angel. I had one chance to go on 
and impress and by chance the 
producer Stephen Bentink was in 
the audience and he put me into a 
musical about James Dean. 

“Although the two musicals 
only ran for about eight weeks I 
was spotted by showbiz impresa¬ 
rio Robert Stigwood who cast me 
as Judas in Jesus Christ 
Superstar.” 

And for Peter the rest was his¬ 
tory! After living in Somerset for 
a number of years, he has now 
moved a little closer to home and 
lives in Lisvane in Cardiff.

W ITH the rugby season 
upon us once again, 
Llantwit Major Supper 
Club secured another prestigious 
guest when the speaker for the 
evening was none other than 
Phil Bennett OBE, former 
Llanelli, Wales, British Lions 
and Barbarians player and cap¬ 
tain, and a highly-respected 
rugby writer, pundit and after- 
dinner speaker. 

Once again, a capacity audience 
enjoyed a scrumptious meal provided by 
the Fourth Horseshoe Caterers, Moulton. 

David East began the evening with a 
mention of absent friends who have 
sadly passed away since the last gather¬ 
ing, namely Mervyn (the butcher) 
Thomas, a former Llantwit RFC player 
with strong connections at 
Haverfordwest RFC; Ed Faultless, a 
larger than life character who sponsored 
the first supper club in its current format 
- and who was an accomplished jazz 
player; and also John Legg, a former sea 
captain who always enjoyed the wonder¬ 
ful stories told by the quality guests that 
have graced the Supper Club. 

To a man, the guests rose to toast the 
memory of three characters who will be 
sorely missed. 

Not for the first time, the sponsor of 
the evening was RWE npower, 

Aberthaw, who were marking a special 
occasion at their table with the retire¬ 
ment of a much-valued employee, Ron 
Richards, who has seen 46 years’ service 
with the company. 

Manager Clive Smith recently 
appeared on Sky Sports for the presenta¬ 
tions after the first Ashes Test at the 
newly-developed Swalec Stadium, which 
n-Power also sponsored, and on this 
occasion, as a former Llantwit RFC 
youth and second team player, he was 
delighted to support an event that 
brought one of Wales’ most renowned 
and popular rugby heroes into a grass 
roots club. 


Npower not only support local, 
national and international sport, but also 
helps schools and the local community, 
and Clive’s input in this area was recog¬ 
nised when Phil Bennett presented him 
with a commemorative Supper Club 
Dragon, as a sign of gratitude for the 
thought, energy and drive from a 17- 
year-old local apprentice who has risen 
through the ranks to such a high-profile 
position in one of industry’s leading 
companies. 

Of course, our regular VIPs were in 
attendance, including Onhwyn Brace, 
Tony Home, Terry Casey, Brian Jones, 
Howard Jones, and we were delighted to 
be joined again by local horseracing sen¬ 
sation Evan Williams, who once again 
proved to be a better trainer than a tip¬ 
ster! 

One gentleman from Glasgow heard 
that Phil Bennett was due to speak, and 
uncle Gerry was a happy man when he 
managed to get a ticket, even though it 
allowed David East the opportunity to 
expand humorously on some reflections 
of our Celtic cousins. 

In order to give Phil the maximum 
time on the floor, David East kept his 
introduction brief. As he said, he could 
have spoken about Phil and his achieve¬ 
ments ah night. 

As one mgby writer put it, Phil 
Bennett was a mgby player whose tal¬ 
ents defy definition, a mercurial mix of 
the impressive, the unexpected and the 
superhuman. 

Phil grew up in the small village of 
Felinfoel, lucky enough to have its own 
brewery! In the rugby-mad town of 
Llanelli, where he admits to being influ¬ 
enced while at Crowbill School by a 
teacher who told him T can teach you 
how to kick but not when to pass or run’. 

He was capped by Wales at schools 
and youth before joining Llanelli RFC, 
going on to captain Llanelli, Wales, the 
British Lions and the Barbarians. 

The greatest coach never to coach 
Wales, the late Carwyn James, recog¬ 
nised Phil’s talent and intelligence and 
encouraged an expansive game that suit-

ed Phil so well. 

He made his international debut in 
March 1969 at Stades Colombes as a 20- 
year-old, becoming the first Welsh inter¬ 
national substitute. 

Phil played centre, wing and fullback 
for Wales before settling into the famous 
Welsh outside-half jersey where he went 
on to become a truly world class player. 

If Barry John was the king in New 
Zealand in 1971, then Phil usurped him 
in 1974 as the star of the invincible 
Lions in South Africa where he scored a 
record 103 points, including his dazzling 
50-yard try in the second test in Pretoria 
that typified his individual brilliance and 
ability to tear defences apart. 

In 1977, Phil captained the Lions in 
New Zealand. Of course, everyone 
remembers Gareth Edwards’ spectacular 
try in Cardiff 1973 when the Baa-Baas 
beat New Zealand, a score that came 
from Benny’s incredible awareness, 
quickness of thought, agility and confi¬ 
dence, as I believe anyone else covering 
in that situation would have kicked the 
ball to touch. 

Awarded the OBE by the Queen in 
1979 for his services to sport, he is a 
member of the World Rugby Hall of 
Fame, the Welsh Rugby Hall of Fame 
and Welsh Sporting Hah of Fame. His 
incredible exploits on the field, coupled 
with his unassuming character off it, 
have established Phil Bennett as a tme 
mgby great and a sporting icon. 

An entertainer on the field, Phil is def¬ 
initely an enthralling speaker with his 
vast and vivid recollection of sporting 
experiences, and as he warmed to the 
audience, then so did the audience to 
him as he recounted many stories of his 
times with Wales and the Lions, with 
particular reference to the irrepressible 
Bobby Windsor, a legend among leg¬ 
ends. 

Recalling the tour of 1974, he gave a 
really colourful insight into the Lions’ 
most successful tour - an incredible four 
months where he not only had to beat 
the Boks but also keep an eye on Bobby 
- he would not be drawn into saying 


which was the toughest task. 

He also recalled the 1995 World Cup 
when he led a party of 100-plus mixed 
Welsh hardcore supporters whose trip 
left on the eve of Wales’ exit at the 
hands of Ireland and Samoa. 

On meeting in London, they decided 
to go ahead, buoyed by free beer from 
the travel company and they went on to 
become great favourites with everyone 
they met on tour - except England, of 
course, who were knocked out soon after 
in the semi-finals by a Lomu-inspired 
Ah Blacks. 

Phil firmly believes the Lions will 
stand the test of time and called for a 
Lions Anthem, so if any GEM reader has 
a musical bent and can associate with the 
spirit, ethics and values behind a Lions 
tradition, then feel free to compose one. 

Speaking of the latest tour, Phil said 
the following for the Lions in South 
Africa was incredible, creating an elec¬ 
tric atmosphere. 

As with previous tours, perhaps with 
the slight exception of Woodward’s 
tourists, the Lions mixed superbly and 
were great ambassadors for their sport 
and the nation. 

He highlighted the Welsh input on the 
field - Mike Phillips, ultra-competitive 
and tmly Lion-hearted, Steve Jones a 
leader, Jamie Roberts, player of the tour, 
Shane Williams exciting, Martyn 
Williams the missing link - the latter 
two incredibly under-utilised in the 
Tests, and also Alun Wyn-Jones, Adam 
Jones and Mathew Rees, all considered 
lucky to be on the plane but returning 
world class rated and, of course Gethin 
Jenkins, my player of the world last sea¬ 
son. 

As well as some hilarious stories, Phil 
spoke of his heartbreak at the Scarlets 
leaving Stradey Park, though the memo¬ 
ry of that 1973 win 9-3 over the Ah 
Blacks on the day they drank the pubs 
dry will never fade. 

He is concerned the trend towards 
evening Saturday kick-offs for TV will 
see 2,000-3,000 spectators turn up at 
Parc yr Scarlets, not generating the pas¬ 


sionate support that has lifted Llanelli 
and the Scarlets in the past, and also not 
creating sufficient revenue to sustain, let 
alone fund investment in regional rugby. 

He also reflected on the lack of 
strength in depth and experience in cer¬ 
tain positions. The top edge of the game 
are the four regions, some of whom have 
foreign imports in key positions. 

When Phil played in the Merit table 
days there were 16 good clubs with eight 
or nine players of international standard 
in each position. The argument that 
Wales cannot afford more than four 
regions can be countered by asking can 
they afford, playing-wise, not to fund 
another region. 

During the evening, there was, of 
course, reference to the age old question 
- who was the best-ever Welsh outside- 
half - Cliff Morgan, Dai Watkins, Gareth 
Davies, Jonathan Davies, Neil Jenkins 
all have their supporters, but it always 
comes down to a choice of Barry John or 
Phil Bennett, with east Wales tending to 
go for John and west Wales for Bennett, 
despite the fact they are both the product 
of west Wales rugby and Stradey Park. 

As a player who played against both, I 
can testify they were both truly special, 
gifted players. In 1971,1 believed Barry 
John was God, at the end of the 70s and 
Wales’ Golden Era I had swayed towards 
Phil Bennett. 

As a comparison, I would say Barry 
John was the George Best of Welsh 
rugby while Phil Bennett was the Pele. 
Sixteen years at the top and a great bloke 
to boot, Phil has my vote. Besides, who 
am I to argue with the great Willie John 
McBride! 

The next Supper Club is scheduled for 
October 1 when Dave Jones of Cardiff 
City will be the principal guest.

MONMOUTH SCHOOLS 
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Council outlaws 
sun beds and 
hits out at critics 


CRITICISM that the Vale 
Council delayed in removing 
sun beds from its leisure cen¬ 
tres has been refuted by the 
cabinet member responsible, 
Coun Anthony Ernest. 

Last month, the leading doctors’ 
union in Wales, BMA Cymru Wales, 
claimed the council appeared to be 
dragging its feet over the removal of 
sunbeds from its leisure centres, in the 
pursuit of profit. 

In May, a Vale scrutiny committee 
had recommended in a report to the 
cabinet that the sunbeds should be 
removed. 

BMA Welsh secretary Dr Richard 
Lewis said: “I am grateful that the dan¬ 
gers of using sunbeds have been recog¬ 
nised by the scrutiny committee, but I 
can only put the delay in taking action 
down to the finance the sun beds gen¬ 
erate for the council.” 

But last week, following a Vale 
Council decision to outlaw sun beds in 
leisure centres, Coun Ernest put the 
council’s position. 

He said: “Despite unfounded criti¬ 
cism from some who have not 
checked their facts correctly, not least 
the BMA in Wales, I actually instigated 
moves to have sun beds removed earli¬ 
er this summer, and instructed officers 
to prepare an appropriate report to both 
cabinet and scmtiny committee. 

“It does take a short period for these 
reports to appear before elected mem¬ 
bers, and I wanted to make sure that 
those making the decision to remove 
sunbeds had as much factual informa¬ 
tion before them as possible. 

“During this period, we had 
received new evidence from the Lancet 
Oncology, and I was also aware that 
the Welsh Assembly Government had 
commissioned a separate enquiry into 
sun beds. 

“Bearing in mind that the council 
does not meet during the month of 
August, this week’s cabinet meeting 


was the first possible opportunity that I 
had to present the report, and it was 
accepted without debate. 

“In addition, we are calling on the 
Welsh Assembly Government to 
implement a blanket ban on all sun 
beds throughout Wales, and no doubt 
the BMA and others will be prepared 
to support that view as well. 

“Allegations that the council was 
only interested in ‘profit’ are just mis¬ 
chief making, and completely miss the 
point that the Vale of Glamorgan is a 
top achieving leisure authority in 
Wales.” 

Regional AM Chris Franks wel¬ 
comed the decision by the Vale cabinet 
to remove the sun beds from the 
leisure centres in Penarth, Cowbridge, 
Llantwit Major and Barry. 

He said: “I am glad that the 
Conservative cabinet has finally seen 
sense. However, Plaid’s public safety 
campaign will continue.” 

Mr Franks explained that his origi¬ 
nal concern had been caused by the 
case of a teenager who had been 
burned by a sun bed which was operat¬ 
ed outside the control of the local 
authority and the Welsh Government. 

“I wrote to the council regarding sun 
bed policy and enforcement, after the 
awful case of a 14-year-old girl from 
Barry who suffered 70 per cent bums 
to her body in a coin-operated 
unstaffed sunbed salon. 

“These unsupervised and unstaffed 
salons are dangerous, but at present the 
Welsh government is unable to do any¬ 
thing about it. It cannot be acceptable 
that the law allows for a situation that 
results in a young child suffering 70 
per cent bums. 

“The Scottish government already 
has these powers and new laws will 
come into force there in December. 
Plaid asked the Welsh Health Minister 
Edwina Hart to request the powers so 
that we can change the laws to protect 
our children from these dangers.” 


REVITALISE 
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Merchant Navy branch 
highlights convoy article 


THE Merchant Navy 
Association’s Barry 
branch is grateful to 
The GEM for publish¬ 
ing Dr Jonathan 
Hicks’ article about 
the convoys of World 
War Two last week. 

The young sailor in Dr 
Hicks’ story, Peter 
Bayon, now 82, lives in 
Cowbridge. The 
‘Gripfast’, his ship, was 
a small collier, just over 
1,000 tons. 

She left Barry, with 
coal, on July 7, 1942 in 
the eastbound coastal 
convoy WP-183, escort¬ 
ed by the destroyer 
Brocklesby. 

It was in Lyme Bay 
between Dartmouth and 
Portland when the 2nd S- 
Flotilla with 7 E-boats 
attacked shortly after 
midnight on July 9, 

1942. 

Four ships were sunk 
in that attack but, as 
Peter says, it was a 
bomber which sank 
‘Gripfast’ some hours 
later.Dr Hicks chose a 
year that will live in the 
memory of all who took 
part in the Battle of the 
Atlantic. In that one year 
alone, 1,107 Merchant 
ships were lost in - that 
is three ships lost on 
every single day in 1942! 

With an average of at 
least 40 men in a crew it 
means that, in one year, 
50,000 seamen were on a 
ship that was sunk. 

These facts help us to 


understand how Barry 
came to lose a greater 
proportion of its seamen 
than any other port and 
how Mrs. Stiff, of 75 
Thompson Street, could 
lose three sons - 16, 19 
and 21, in the space of 
16 months. 

Winston Churchill 
certainly understood: 
“The only thing that 
really frightened me dur¬ 
ing the World War Two 
was the U-boat peril. 

The Battle of the Atlantic 
was the dominating fac¬ 
tor all through the war. 
Never for one moment 
could we forget that 
everything happening 
elsewhere, on land at sea 
or in the air depended on 
its outcome. ” 

In times past, the 
Lutine Bell at Lloyds 
was rung whenever a 
ship was overdue. In 
1942, the bell would 
have been ringing day 
and night. 

People often ask: 
“Which service suffered 
the greatest proportion of 
casualties in the last 
world war?” 

Most people would 
say. the Royal Air Force; 
either ‘The Few’- or 
possibly Bomber 
Command? They would 
be wrong! 

One service lost one 
man in three of all who 
took part. There were 
24,000 deaths inflicted 
on those serving in the 
Merchant Navy and most 
were on Atlantic con-

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DISTRICT 9 IS DEFINITELY 
WORTH TAKING TIME TO VISIT 


T he use of 
alien life to 
mirror the 
travails of minori¬ 
ties is hardly an 
original concept; 
after all, Alien 
Nation (both film 
and TV series) was 
keen to emphasise 
the parallels 
between aliens that 
had come to live 
among us and aliens 
of the human kind. 

However, it didn’t take 
it to the extreme that new 
film, District 9, has, set¬ 
ting up a world where 
aliens who have come to 
Johannesburg are forced 
to live in slum-like con¬ 
ditions and treated like 
second, or even third, 
class citizens. 

When government 
agent Wikus (Sharlto 
Copley) is exposed to 
alien bio-technology with 
alarming side-effects, it 
causes changes that mean 
the stakes are raised not 
just for Wikus, but also 
for the aliens. 

Let’s face it, aliens 
that come to earth are 
seemingly only ever here 
to try and take us over, 
blow us to smithereens or 
to invade our bodies; so 
the set-up of District 9, 
w hi le not completely 


original, at least tries a 
different tack from the 
raft of other alien films 
that have popped up over 
the last 50 years. 

The differences are 
more than just those on 
the surface, as at its 
heart. District 9 goes far 
deeper than most, devel¬ 
oping into a film that 
pays as much mind to 
action and special effects 
as it does social com¬ 
mentary and relevance. 

Given the film’s set¬ 
ting of Johannesburg, 
there is more than a hi nt 
of subtext regarding 
apartheid and its effects. 

Showing faces of all 
colours complaining 
about the aliens living 
among them in a cor- 
doned-off area has a 
peculiar effect, with the 
issues once faced by 
black people in South 
Africa now being pro¬ 
jected onto another set of 
individuals. 

While the subtext is 
more than apparent, the 
film doesn’t push the par¬ 
allels in your face, letting 
them simmer slowly at 
the back of your mind as 
you become enthralled in 
what is going on. 

Beginning with 
footage of government 
agents in action dealing 
with the ahens, we meet 
Wikus, the key protago¬ 
nist within the story. 


It is a role wonderfully 
played by Shalto Copley, 
a man who has never 
acted before, yet who 
carries the weight of the 
film on his shoulders 
with little trouble at all. 

Copley’s inexperience 
pays huge dividends, as it 
helps sell the ‘reality’ of 
the film. It is a perform¬ 
ance that is thoroughly 
immersive, as he goes 
from being a single- 
minded official doing 
what he has been told is 
the best thing, to being 
on the outside looking in, 
capturing the essence of 
a man caught up in 
extraordinary circum¬ 
stances. 

By telling the story 
through the eyes of 
Wikus, story strands are 
revealed almost at the 
same time he learns 
about them, a ploy that 
pays off in spades by 
maintaining the tension 
and drama of the film. 

Coming from the brain 
of Neill Blomkamp (who 
directed the Citroen com¬ 
mercial with the dancing 
car) it is a film that is 
indelibly visual yet with 
narrative weight. 

On both directing (this 
is his feature film debut) 
and scripting duties, 
along with Terri Tatchell, 
Blomkamp delivers both 
a socially conscious film 
and action blockbuster

wrapped in one satisfying 
whole. 

W hi le the opening 20 
minutes or so are a touch 
slow, with the focus 
mainly on how the aliens 
have moved into their 
present homes, and the 
human-like activities 
they have become 
embroiled in, once it 
kicks into gear it doesn’t 
let up. 

Using a mix of docu¬ 
mentary-style footage, 
close-ups, hand-held 
camera shots and faux- 
news clips, Blomkamp 
sets up the story with 
skill and dedication, 
while his direction is 
exceptionally good. 

Highlighting why he 
was first choice to helm 
videogame adaptation 
Halo, Blomkamp invests 
a keen eye for visceral 
action, but also shoots 
with a large degree of 
flair and originality; his 
lust for gore, meanwhile, 
is no doubt one of the 
many reasons he has 
received the patronage of 
Lord of the Rings director 
Peter Jackson (who pro¬ 
duces here). 

The film also deserves 
praise for its superbly 
subtle use of computer 
effects; from the alien 
spaceship that has hov¬ 
ered over the South 
African capital for more 
than 20 years, to the 
aliens themselves, the 
effects enrich and add to 
the story. 

The sympathy you 
will feel for the alien 
known as ‘Christopher 
Johnson’ and his young 
son is a remarkable 
achievement, conveying 
so much through the use 
of effects. 

There are issues to be 
had; the cutting from 
fake ‘documentary’ to 
normal jars ever so 
slightly, while Copley 
aside, the performances 
should come with a tin of 
Ronseal. 

However, District 9 is 
a film that is nothing 
short of magnificent, 
with a conclusion that 
tugs ever so slightly at 
the heart, and heralds 
Neill Blomkamp as a 
director to watch. 

VERDICT - 
Engrossingly enjoyable, 
District 9 is a wonderful 
mix of brains and 
brawn, with added res¬ 
onance given its loca¬ 
tion and story. 

A superb lead turn 
from Shalto Copley and 
excellent direction from 
Neill Blomkamp make 
this more than just a 
sci-fi blockbuster - 
there is a deep intelli¬ 
gence lying within. 
Highly recommended.

There are some basic pieces of advice peo¬ 
ple should follow to avoid injury in the home. 

Don’t try and install heating systems - 
unless you are a properly qualihed installer. 
Make contact with a professional heating 
engineer or expert who can give you the right 
advice for your home. 

Even if you are buying a new house it is 
advisable to make sure the system is checked 
out before you start using it. 

There are a number of heating systems that 
people use and, if you follow the tips provid¬ 
ed, it should keep the people in your house 
safe and warm through the winter. 

Solid fuel heating system uses wood or coal. 

If you are installing a unit don’t choose a 
unit that is too large for your needs. 

Select one that is appropriate to the size of 
the floor space you want to heat. 

The unit should be properly positioned 
according to the manufacturer’s specifications 
for correct clearance. 

Make sure it is installed close to a chimney. 

With electric heating you should bear in 
mind: 

Curtains should not hang over an electric 
heater. 

Electric portable heaters are designed to be 
used to supplement your main heating source. 
They are intended for smaller floor spaces. 

Units must be properly maintained. 

Frayed cords and loose plugs can cause 
fires so get a professional to attend to them. 

Never use extension cords to run electric 
heaters or any major appliance. 

Liquid fuel - oil-fired space heaters pose 
certain hazards which can be avoided. 

Fuel must be stored in an approved con¬ 
tainer/tank. 

Regular servicing by a qualified technician 
is necessary for the efficient and safe opera¬ 
tion of your equipment.

With gas fuelled systems the vents must be 
checked frequently to prevent blockage. 

Portable gas heaters should never be 
installed in poorly ventilated areas. 

Deadly carbon monoxide gases may build 
up in such areas. 

A supply of fresh air is essential when oper¬ 
ating a gas-fired unit. 

Here are some tips that should keep you 
safe: 

• Keep all heaters a safe distance from 
combustibles. 

• Never hang clothing on, or near the 
heater to dry. 

• Never place wet wood on top of a wood 
stove to dry. 

•Keep your wood stored under cover in a 
dry, vented area. 

• Second-hand appliances should be 
checked by a qualified person before use. 

• Develop an emergency escape plan for 
your family, and practise it regularly. 

• In case of fire, get out and stay out! 

Keeping your house comfortable and cozy 

particularly during the winter months is 
important in any household. 

Energy bills are one of the biggest expens¬ 
es! 

Insulating your walls and your loft will 
reap the biggest energy saving benefits over¬ 
all, as this is where around half of your heat is 
lost. 

There are also some simple money savers 
you should get started with. 

Place foil along the back of a radiator 
-This reflects the heat away from the wall 
and instead back into the room rather than 
out of the house, so the heat stays where you 
want it to. 

Draft excluders - you can purchase these 
inexpensively from a DIY shop. 

Fit an insulating jacket on your boiler -

this helps to prevent heat escaping at the 
source of its generation, and instead reach the 
rest of your house as it should do. 

A total 20 million households in Great 
Britain use gas to heat their homes, cook their 
food and provide hot water, and you should 
have your system checked once a year. 

It is an idea to install an audible carbon 
monoxide alarm which warns of unsafe gas. 
They cost just £20 from DIY stores. 

With the recent upsurge in demand for 
wood burning and multi-fuel stoves it is 
important to remember that regular mainte¬ 
nance is the key to safety and efficiency of the 
appliance. 

Stoves and open-fires need to be swept 
before the heating season and inspected for 
any blockages along with the integrity of the 
chimney. 

At the end of the heating season the chim¬ 
ney needs to be swept to remove soot and tar 
deposits, prolonging the life of the flue. 

Regular maintenance of appliances has 
been proven not only to reduce the risk of 
carbon monoxide poisoning but also to ensure 
fuel efficiency hence reduction in fuel costs. 

All maintenance works need to be carried 
out by either a registered sweep or a HETAS 
registered engineer. 

Now is the time to make preparations to 
make sure your house is ready for winter. 

• Make sure you are stocked up on logs for 
your wood burning stove. 

• Make sure your chimney has had a good 
clean. 

• Contact your coal suppliers to book a 
regular delivery. 

• Make sure your boiler is checked out for 
the winter months ahead.
